Floor* Should Yot Br Oiled. 
*’A floor oiled is a floor spoiled.” de­ 
clares a man whose business it is to 
care for parquetry aud stained woods 
aud whose word is therefore to be re­ 
lied upon. 
‘‘Too many women go iii for oiling 
any sort of wood which bad been 
stained aud varnished. 
I don’t in the 
least mind telling them they are aP 
in tile wrong. 
“ Wax is the best of all floor jiolisbea. 
It may be used and is indeed best 
used w ithout having first applied var­ 
nish, simply being rubbed over the 
stained surface. 
Crepared wax is put 
up in cans and looks like pom atum 
olive polish. 
It is applied in just the 
sam e w ay—that is, sm eared over the 
floor surface, allowed to dry slightly 
and then polished with heavy flannel 
cloths or mops which are to be bought 
for the purpose. 
“As for oil. it m ust never be used 
on any floor. 
It does not cleanse, but 
carries the dust and dirt into the wood 
as it becomes absorbed. 
“If a shellac surface finish is used a 
floor may lie wiped up with a m ixture 
of w ater aud milk, half and half, aud 
dried with a clean flannel cloth. 
The 
milk has sufficient grease to cause a 
polish, aud it is not the ’dirt carrier* 
th at oil is said to be. 
W ax is not al­ 
ways satisfactory if applied over shel­ 
lac surfaces. 
It is apt to cake and 
peel off after a time. 
Therefore the 
’milk and w ater diet* is recommended 
for such floors.”
